50 years later, people 
still inventing ways 
to enjoy Bubble Wrap 

SADDLE BROOK, N .J. People have walked to 
the altar dressed in it, protected their gar- 
den plants with it, even put it on display at 
highbrow art museums. 

Mostly, they like the sound it makes when 
they destroy it, piece by piece, which large- 
ly explains the appeal of Bubble Wrap, the 
stress reducer disguised as package cushion- 
ing that maintains an inexplicable hold on 
pop culture. 

The product once envisioned as a new 
type of wallpaper turns 50 this month, and 
enthusiasts’ obsession with it has spawned 
more than 250 Facebook pages devoted to 
Bubble Wrap. 

Ken Aurichio, communications director 
for Sealed Air, the Elmwood Park-based 


company that manufactures Bubble Wrap, 
thought he’d witnessed every form of Bubble 
Wrap mania until he received a wedding 
invitation last year from a woman in Ohio 
who said she would wear the product on her 
trip down the aisle. 

“Ed never, never met her before,” Aurichio 
said. “She must have gotten my name off the 
Web site.” (No, he didn’t attend.) 

Like many innovations, Bubble Wrap 
initially was conceived for a different pur- 
pose. According to Aurichio, a New York 
City designer approached inventors Marc 
Chavannes and A 1 Fielding in the late 1950s 
with a proposal for creating textured wallpa- 
per. That idea stalled, but the product the two 
men had created in a small lab in New Jersey 
found its niche when, according to company 
lore, Fielding was flying into Newark Airport 
and noticed the fluffy clouds that seemed to 
cushion the plane’s descent. 

Fifty years later, Sealed Air has global rev- 
enues of more than $4 billion and legions 


of fans who have 
come up with myr- 
iad uses for Bubble 
Wrap (It’s a wig! It’s 
a mobile home! It’s 
a sleeping bag! It’s a 
flotation device!). 

“It seems like 
every day there’s something new,” said Rohn 
Shellenberger, the company’s business man- 
ager for air cellular products. 

Katherine Howard, a Massachusetts art- 
ist, tied Bubble Wrap bows to the chairs for 
her wedding last May and had guests partici- 
pate in a popping contest. Not surprising for 
a woman who put up a virtual Bubble Wrap 
site in 1996 and is known as the Web’s unof- 
ficial “Bubble Wrap Lady” 

“We tried to find the most useless thing 
we could put on the Internet, and Bubble 
Wrap is a completely tactile experience,” 
Howard said with a chuckle. “But it’s some- 
thing that everybody enjoys.” 


CAIRO Osama bin Laden endorsed the 
failed attempt to blow up a U.S. airliner on 
Christmas Day and threatened new attacks 
against the U.S. in an audio message released 
Sunday that appeared aimed at asserting he 
maintains some direct command over al- 
Qaida-inspired offshoots. 

However, U.S. officials and several research- 
ers who track terrorist groups said there was 
no indication bin Laden or any of his top lieu- 
tenants had anything to do with or even knew 
in advance of the Christmas plot by aTemen- 
based group that is one of several largely inde- 
pendent al-Qaida franchises. 

A U.S. State Department spokesman said 
al-Qaida’s core leadership offers such groups 
strategic guidance but depends on them to 
carry it out. 

“He’s trying to continue to appear relevant” 
by talking up the attempted attack by an affil- 
iate, said PJ. Crowley, the spokesman. 

The one-minute message was explicit in its 
threat of new attacks. Like the airline plot, 
bin Laden said they would come in response 
to America’s support for Israel. 

“God willing, our raids on you will con- 
tinue as long as your support for the Israelis 
continues,” bin Laden said in the recording, 
which was released to the Al-Jazeera news 
channel. 

“The message delivered to you through 
the plane of the heroic warrior Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab was a confirmation of the 
previous messages sent by the heroes of the 
Sept. 11,” he said of the Nigerian suspect in 
the Dec. 25 botched attack. 

“If our messages had been able to reach you 
through words we wouldn’t have been deliver- 
ing them through planes.” 

Directing his statements at President 
Obama— “from Osama to Obama,” he said— 
bin Laden added: ‘America will never dream 
of security unless we will have it in reality in 
Palestine.”

Social media wars: 
Coco 1, NBC O 

Conan O'Brien may have lost the 
“Tonight Show” but he's a huge 
winner on social media. 

It’s been nearly impossible 
not to notice the outpouring of 
support O’Brien has received on 
Facebook and Twitter. And while 
Conan has made fun of both on 
his show, it's safe to assume he 
appreciates what they've done 
for him since this late-night mess 
began. 

So who's the biggest loser in 
the social media arena? Absolutely 
NBC, specifically CEO Jeff 
Zucker. 

I understand that Zucker has to 
look at late night with dollar signs 
in his eyes. The guy's got a business to run. But I can't imagine he’s 
completely out of touch with reality and unaware of what's being said 
online about him, his choices and his networks.

Victims ID’d 
in plane crash

Two Florida men were identified Sunday as the 
individuals who died in a plane crash Saturday 
night near the far west suburb of Sugar Grove. 

The fatalities are Drago Strahija, 32, of 
Lake Worth, Fla., and Gary Bradford, 37, of 
Hollywood, Fla., said Kane County Sheriff’s 
spokesman Lt. Pat Gengler. Officials believe 
Bradford, who was a trained and licensed pilot, 
was flying the plane; Strahija was not a licensed 
pilot. 

About 7 p.m. Saturday residents saw a ball 
of fire and the sheriff’s office received a 911 
call, Gengler said. Emergency crews found the 
plane had struck the ground and debris had hit 
a home near Highway 47 and Old Oaks Road, 
in Sugar Grove Township. 

It appears the plane, a twin-engine Piper 
Aerostar 601P, had traveled from Texas, spent 
one night in Aurora and was traveling to Denver, 
said Pam Sullivan, a National Transportation 
Safety Board senior air safety investigator. The 
plane took off about 6:52 p.m. from the Aurora 
Airport, which is about two miles away, Sullivan 
said. 

The plane’s tail number is N222AQ, accord- 
ing to the Federal Aviation Administration; it is 
registered to ENS Corporation in Hollywood, 
Fla. According to FAA records, the plane was 
manufactured in 1974. 

Although it was foggy Saturday, no one 
else flying that night reported any problems 
because of weather, and Bradford was instru- 
ment-rated for flying in weather, Sullivan said. 
But she would not say what might have caused 
the crash. 

Witnesses, including Sugar Grove Fire Chief 
Marty Kunkel, who lives nearby, reported 
that there were loud engine noises before the 
crash. 

“I knew it didn’t seem quite right,” said 
Kunkel, who at first thought the plane had 
crashed on his own property 


Man piecing his life 
together after tragedy

A year ago, Sergio Lopez said he felt “like a 
walking zombie.” He had lost his wife, his job 
and nearly all of his possessions in a house 
fire, all within eight months. 

Today, the single father of three misses his 
wife and remains unemployed, but has found 
a new beginning in a home purchased with 
help from Tribune readers. 

“I’m grateful and thankful for the generosity 
of the people,” he said. 

Readers said Lopez’s story, which was pub- 


lished Dec. 23, 2008, inspired them to set 
aside their own financial troubles in a pain- 
ful recession and lend their support. Within 
days, gift certificates, clothes and boxes of 
food arrived at Lopez’s doorstep. 

A fund set up on Lopez’s behalf collected 
about $55,000. 

Last July, Lopez used that money to 
buy a house in Cicero for about $50,000. 
Neighbors told Lopez the house, which had 
been in foreclosure, originally had sold for 
$230,000. 

The house had been vacant for about a year 
and required numerous repairs to comply 
with local housing code. There were holes in 


the ceiling. The roof leaked. The drywall was 
crumbling. An electrician rewired the house. 

In recent months, Lopez has divided his 
time between fixing up the house, doing side 
jobs to earn money and raising his children, 
Brian, 8, Sergio Ivan, 5, and Juanita, 1. 

Lopez plans to move his family into the 
new house next month and move out of a 
cramped second-floor unit where they have 
stayed since a fire destroyed their previous 
home in Melrose Park on Dec. 3, 2008. 

He said the generosity from readers “took 
away a lot of stress” over the past year and he 
remains hopeful that his situation will con- 
tinue to improve in 2010. 


Presidential perk: Obama gets out of local jury duty 


WASHINGTON If Cook County had its druthers, 
President Obama would have shown up Monday 
for jury duty. 

But court officials were told several weeks 
ago the prospect was a no-go, a White House 
official said Sunday. The summons showed up

We hate the idea of some- 
thing that has a bit of originality going by 
the wayside.” 

Wright, who is a chauffeur, and his wife, 
Colette Gabriel, were among more than 
80 Saab owners who converged on an Ikea 
parking lot Sunday to show their support 
for the ailing brand. Enthusiasts from 
across the Midwest traveled to Schaumburg 
as part of a worldwide “Save Our Saabs” 
convoy They commiserated around their 
diesel hatchbacks, sensible wagons and 
sporty drop tops to sob about the potential 
loss of Saab. 

The Swedish brand faces the ax from 
parent company General Motors, which 
has been trying to unload it for months. 
A proposed deal with Swedish carmaker 
Koenigsegg fell through late last year. Yet, 
the closing of Saab still may be averted if 


GM agrees to sell the unit to Dutch luxury- 
car manufacturer Spyker. There were reports 
over the weekend that the last-minute offer 
could lead to a provisional agreement as 
early as Monday 

Frank Tornabene, a Saab owner and secu- 
rity guard at the Downers Grove Saab deal- 
ership, coordinated Sunday’s rally He said a 


buyer for Saab could mean the preservation 
of 5,000 jobs in the U.S. and 20,000 jobs 
worldwide. After assembling in the park- 
ing lot of Ikea, another Swedish company, 
people who fix, sell and own Saabs drove 
a 4-mile loop in the northwest suburbs 
to show their love of the brand before it 
becomes extinct. 


Chicago teams seize cash, 
guns, drugs in pair of raids 


Two men were charged early Sunday morn- 
ing after search warrants executed by police 
uncovered weapons, drugs and cash at sepa- 
rate locations on the West and South sides. 

In separate raids Saturday morning at the 
two locations, Harrison District Tactical 
officers and the Organized Crime Division’s 
Narcotics Section officers uncovered a load 
of cash, guns and drugs with an estimated 


street value of more than $27,000, officials 
said. Police had received several tips about 
illegal activity at the two spots, leading to 
the search warrants being issued, according 
to a news release. 

About 8:40 a.m. Saturday, Harrison 
District officers executed the warrant at a 
residence in the 3400 block of West Fulton 
Street and found seven guns, about $13,500 


worth of crack cocaine and small amounts 
of ecstasy and cannabis, police said. 

About the same time Saturday, the 
Narcotics Section police entered a house in 
the 11800 block of South Princeton Avenue 
and found two M-16 carbines, six handguns, 
a shotgun, and crack and powdered cocaine, 
police said. The drugs have a combined 
street value of $13,865, police said.

Fire officials believe a space heater may have 
been the cause of an early-morning fire on the 
South Side that killed a man. 

Robert Young, who public records identi-

After the fire was extinguished, firefighters 
searched the building and discovered an elderly 
man in a bedroom in the back of the building, 
Fangford said. 

“He was already dead when we found him,” 
Fangford said.

Netanyahu: Parts of West 
Bank are Israel’s forever 


□ JERUSALEM Israel’s leader declared 
his country’s permanent claim to 
parts of the West Bank on Sunday, angering 
Palestinians again and complicating efforts by 
President Obama’s Mideast envoy— though 
the same claim was also made by previous, 
more moderate premiers. 

Timing and context lent weight to Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu’s visit to two 
Jewish settlements and his declaration that 
they would remain in Israel forever. He plant- 
ed a tree at one of them— Maaleh Adumim, 
home to about 30,000 Israelis about two 


miles from Jerusalem— a symbolic act of 
ownership. 

“Our message is clear: We are planting 
here, we will stay here, we will build here. This 
place will be an inseparable part of the state 
of Israel for eternity” Netanyahu proclaimed, 
just as envoy George Mitchell was trying to 
restart peace talks after a yearlong stalemate. 

In his claim, Netanyahu was referring to 
what Israel calls its “main settlement blocs,” 
most of them close to Israeli population cen- 
ters. Israel has long said it would keep the 
blocs, where about 80 percent of its 300,000 


settlers live, and trade Israeli land to the 
Palestinians in exchange for the blocs. 

In failed negotiations with former, rela- 
tively moderate Israeli premiers such as Ehud 
Barak and Ehud Olmert, Palestinians have 
indicated they might accept such a trade. 

But Netanyahu is suspect in Palestinian 
eyes, since he traditionally has opposed ced- 
ing control of any of the West Bank and has 
backed settlement expansion. Only under 
heavy U.S. pressure did he express grudging 
acceptance of the idea of a Palestinian state 
in a speech last June.

NEW ORLEANS They sure ain’t the Aints any- 
more. 

The New Orleans Saints are heading to their 
first Super Bowl after battering Brett Favre and 
beating the Minnesota Vikings 31-28 in over- 
time Sunday on unheralded Garrett Hartley’s 
40 -yard field goal. 

“Just helping my team get to Miami,” Hartley 
said. “Just doing my part.” 

Favre threw away Minnesota’s best chance 
to win, tossing an interception deep in New 
Orleans territory in the closing seconds of reg- 
ulation. Then the Saints won the coin toss and 
soon it was over. 

The team that had no home five years ago 
after Hurricane Katrina ravaged its city and 
the Superdome overcame a slew of mistakes 
in the biggest game the Big Easy has ever 
seen. 

“This is for everybody in this city” said coach 
Sean Payton, the architect of the Saints’ turn- 
around. “This stadium used to have holes in it 
and used to be wet. It’s not wet anymore. This 
is for the city of New Orleans.” 

Forget the paper bag masks and that long 
history of losing started in 1967. Moments after

Hartley’s kick, they were toasting their home- 
town winners on Bourbon Street. 

And in the Superdome, once a squalid refuge 
after Katrina, they boogied in the aisles as con- 
fetti covered the field. 

“It’s a moment I’ve been waiting for for a 
long time, and obviously we’re not done yet,” 
said Drew Brees, Payton’s hand-picked quarter- 
back for the Saints’ renaissance. 

The Saints (15-3) will meet Peyton Manning

INDIANAPOLIS This is perfect for the 
Indianapolis Colts: They have Peyton 
Manning, and they’re back in the Super 
Bowl. 

The four-time MVP threw three touch- 
down passes and the Colts rallied from an 
n-point, first-half deficit to beat the New 
Tork Jets 30-17 on Sunday in the AFC cham- 
pionship game.

Cereal for dinner? It’s a tough reality for 
some cash-strapped people. 

Rising popularity of cereal among those 
looking for a cheap meal combined with 
plunging ingredient costs boosted the 
second-quarter profit of Cheerios maker 
General Mills 50 percent in 2009. 

“The lines of when to eat breakfast, when 
to eat dinner, when to eat lunch have been 
slightly blurring,” said Jack Russo, an analyst 
for Edward Jones. 

The increase is a sign of the economic 
stress still facing families amid high unem- 
ployment who want to cut spending and 
save time, but don’t want to rely on fast 
food. More people are eating at home in 
the recession to save money, and meals out- 
side of breakfast more often include cereal, 
Russo said. 

Kellie Hotz and her husband, Jeff, eat 
cereal for dinner three times a week as they 
struggle to stretch their budgets and care for 
a toddler. Hotz said cereal is less expensive 
than fast food, so she keeps a dozen boxes 
on hand, 

“It’s the fastest, easiest and at least some- 
what half-nutritious thing to do during 
the weekdays,” said Hotz, 29, of Arlington 
Heights.

REDEYE 

Essence Lindsey was in a time crunch on her 
way from her Roseland home to work on 
Michigan Avenue . 

She darted inside the McDonald’s behind 
the Wrigley Building and minutes later 
emerged carrying her order. There was no time 
to waste on sitting down and eating there at 
9:40 a.m. on a recent Friday morning. Lindsey, 
24, said she buys hotcakes, hash browns and 
orange juice about twice a week from the 
Golden Arches when she’s rushing. 

Why? 

“It’s convenient.” 

In Chicago and nationwide, time and conve- 
nience often win out over nutrition for break- 
fast, estimated to be an $81 billion a year indus- 
try While grab-and-go options are easy, they 
can come at the expense of too many calories 
and not enough nutrients, health experts say 

People who don’t have time to cook at home 
look for quick, portable, high-value and low- 
priced options, said Darren Tristano, execu- 
tive vice president of Technomic Information 
Services, a food service consultant based in 
Chicago. When people buy breakfast during 
the week, 75 percent take it to go, according to 
a Technomic report released in November. 

“When you’re in an urban market, you see 
that more often. You come out of a train sta- 
tion, you’re grabbing something you’re going 
to consume at the office,” Tristano said. “If 
you’re coming from the burbs, you’re also 
stopping at drive-thrus on the way in.” 

And it’s likely you’re eating a breakfast 
sandwich. More than 50 percent of on-the-go 
breakfast orders are breakfast sandwiches, said 
Harry Balzer, who studies eating habits and is 
vice president of the NPD Group, a market 
research company It’s a filling meal that ties 
in the most popular breakfast items consumed 
including eggs, toast and meat, he said. 

Kevin Lota, 21, prefers a healthier option: 


breakfast bars. Every day when Lota arrives 
at the Aon building, he stops by a convenience 
store to pick one up. 

“I’m always just tight on time. If I had the 
chance to eat breakfast, I would,” said Lota, 
a student and public relations intern who 
lives in Rolling Meadows. He tries to get as 
much sleep as he can, so he wakes up with 
enough time to shower before he rushes out 
the door to catch the Metra and get to work 
by 9 a.m. 

At least Lota is eating breakfast. Nearly 
six out of 10 people say they skip breakfast at 
least once a week, according to Technomic’s 
Breakfast Consumer Trend Report. Among 
the excuses: not hungry, time constraints and 
trying to lose weight. 

But skipping breakfast won’t help with 
dropping pounds, local dietitians said. 

Those who skip breakfast tend to overeat 
while people who eat breakfast consume 
fewer calories throughout the day, said 
Gretchen Peyton, a registered dietitian at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital and 
spokeswoman for the Illinois Dietetic 
Association. 

And remember when Mom 
told you breakfast was the most 
important meal of the day? 

Nutritionists say she’s right. 

Dawn Jackson Blatner, a reg- 
istered dietitian, calls breakfast 
the “prevention meal” because 
it prevents overeating and 
over-snacking. “ You have better 
control of your appetite for the 
entire day,” said Blatner, spokes- 
woman for the American Dietetic 
Association. 

From parfaits to breakfast sandwich- 
es, the options are endless when it comes 
to grabbing a to-go breakfast on the run. 
RedEye took a look at some of the popular 
eats and examined whether your morning

Consumer interest in breakfast 
sandwiches has grown since 2007, according 
to Technomic Information Services, a food 
service consultant based in Chicago. A 
report last year showed 77 percent of people 
buy breakfast sandwiches sometimes or 
often during the week, compared to 
73 percent in 2007. 

Fast food joints are ready to satisfy your 
craving. 

Starting this month, McDonald’s will 
offer a variety of breakfast items, including 
the sausage McMuffin, on its dollar menu 
nationwide. In June, Dunkin' Donuts started 
selling its Wake-up Wrap for 99 cents. Burger 
King also has a breakfast value menu, selling 
the ham omelet sandwich for $1. lv

Stick to the low-cal menu options 
that have no more than 250 calories, 
Peyton said. 

THE BAD 

A liquid breakfast may not be filling 
and can lead to snacking mid- 
morning, Peyton said. Avoid super- 
sized portions because calories can 
add up fast, Blatner said. Opt for 
low-fat milk or soy milk as the base 
instead of high-sugar, high-calorie 
juices, sherbets, ice cream or frozen 
yogurt. This isn’t the best breakfast 
choice, she said, because sugar in 
smoothies tends to run high and 
protein tends to run low. 


THE GOOD 

Clearly, this is the cheap option. A buck can get you a 
breakfast sandwich at many fast food restaurants. For 
a healthier option, make a breakfast wrap with a whole- 
wheat tortilla, scrambled eggs, peppers, onions and 
tomatoes and skip the meat and cheese, Peyton said. 

THE BAD 

Croissants, biscuits and bagels are “belly busters,” 
Blatner said, because they're full of fat and high in 
calories. Instead, stick to English muffins or flatbreads 
without sausage or bacon, or choose Canadian bacon 
because it has fewer calories and fat, she said. Bagels 
offer no fiber and can be loaded with butter or cream 
cheese for a whopping 400 calories per serving, making 
it “not much better than a piece of chocolate cake,” 
Peyton said. 



Breakfast bars 

THE GOOD 

They can be a good source of fiber 
and protein. Blatner said to look for 
bars with at least 3 grams of fiber 
and 8 grams of protein. Adding a 
piece of fresh fruit will boost the 
nutrition and fullness of the meal, 
she said. 

THE BAD 

Some bars are “candy-bar like,” 
Peyton said. Make sure your bar 
contains no more than 8 grams 
of sugar, she said. Eating just a 
breakfast bar can leave people 
feeling unsatisfied, Blatner said. And 
keeping a stash of these bars at your 
desk also can lead to overeating. 


Oatmeal/cereal 

THE GOOD 

Blatner calls oatmeal the “best breakfast choice.” It’s 
full of whole grain nutrition and fiber to keep stomachs 
satisfied for hours, she said. If you use instant oatmeal 
packets, make sure there’s 3 grams of fiber per packet, 
Peyton said. When choosing a cold cereal, Blatner said 
to look for brands that have whole grains listed first in 
the ingredients, with 150 calories and at least 3 grams of 
fiber per serving. Top it with low-fat milk and fresh fruit 
for balanced nutrition, she said. 

THE BAD 

Don’t go overboard on the topping portions to keep 
calories in check, Blatner said. Avoid large amounts of 
syrup and brown sugar on your oatmeal, Peyton said. If 
you add nuts or dried fruit, only use one tablespoon of 
each, she said. Beware of any sugary cereal and avoid 
ones with more than 10 grams of sugar per serving. 
Remember: A serving size is one cup, but most cereal 
bowls hold two to three cups of cereal, she said. 


Pastries/doughnuts 

THE GOOD 

They’re so delicious-chocolate, powdered, glazed, oh 
my. And a box of doughnuts can be cheap. 

THE BAD 

This category is the most common bad breakfast culprit, 
Peyton said. A blueberry muffin is 500 calories, she said. 
Blatner said she'd rather have people skip breakfast than 
eat junk food like doughnuts. “A doughnut is the worst 
because it’s the lethal combination of both fat and sugar 
without providing any vitamins or minerals,” she said.

Yogurt/parfait 

THE GOOD 

The best parfaits rely on fresh fruit for 
sweetness instead of honey, fruit syrups 
or jellies, Blatner said. Yogurt has 
calcium, protein and probiotics (which 
help with digestion). As long as the 
yogurt is fat-free or low-fat, it’s a good 
choice, but be sure to add fruit, Peyton 
said. If you’re making your own, try a 
6-ounce non-fat Greek yogurt, which 
is high in protein and filling, with two 
tablespoons of low-fat granola and a 
half- or three-quarters cup of fresh fruit, 
she said.
